Fresh acts of piracy were daily perpetrated on 
the coast of Cuba, some particulars of which we 
may receive in time for our next paper, when, also, 
we may give a list of the vessels which sailed under 
convoy of the Hornet, which we have not yet re- 
ceived. 

The slave trade was carried on with great activi- 
ty, among the Islands. 

We sincerely hope that Government will send 
immediately into these seas such a force as will 
change the tone of these miscreants —A better field 
for the enterprize of our young officers cannot well 
be imagined.— Beacon.
